APRIL 1903 ... 


The last “goodbyes” of relatives and friends had long since 
died away on that first day of April, 1903, and the throb of the 
boat’s engines and the wash of the waves against the side were 
ample reminders that the S.S. “Lake Manitoba” was headed out 
into the Atlantic. A few hours ago the vessel, chartered for 690 
passengers, but carrying 2300, had sailed from Liverpool for 
Canada. Overcast skies and the sombre grey of the ocean met 
the gaze of those on deck, and by this time the coast of England 
was just a blur on the horizon. 

Planning for the voyage had started about a year before, and 
the response to the ideas of the Rev. I. M. Barr had been over¬ 
whelming. It is true that the vision was his of a colony of people 
from Britian in the Saskatchewan valley, but the necessary ad¬ 
ministration and lines of communication finally exceeded his limit¬ 
ations. The Canadian Government in Ottawa should probably 
have taken a hand in the affair before they finally came up with 
some help. Nevertheless, the boat, carrying almost 1600 more 
passengers than her chartered capacity, was tangible evidence ot 
the success of Mr. Barr’s initiative. 

Much of the baggage wanted during the voyage never found 
its way into the cabins and bunk spaces, but was kept in the hold 
where it served as ballast for the boat already top-heavy with its 
overload of passengers. Nevertheless, the billowing Atlantic 
soon made itself felt, and those unaccustomed to the sea became 
a prey to the rolling of the boat. If this was not sufficient, the 
culinary deficiencies helped produce the inevitable effect. Some 
meals were described by those on board as rougher than those 
at a logging camp, and dissatisfaction began to grow over crowded 
conditions and poor food. However, there was no lack of activity 
on board. Concerts were organized and some first-class talent 
was discovered, which helped alleviate some of the discomfort, 
and the spirit of people who would not turn back kept them going. 

Free land — all their very own — this was something like 
the pot of gold at the end of the rainbow. Most of those on 
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board had never owned a square inch of land, but with four adult 
men in a family going together they could own a square mile — it 
was almost beyond their imagination. Mr. Barr conducted hi 3 
“land office” on the boat and settlers stepped out from his door 
knowing that “somewhere in the Saskatchewan Valley they owned 
an estate” : — or would, as soon as they proved upon it. In some 
cases, the fact that they had bought the land “sight unseen” was 
to prove costly. 

The boat docked at St. John, New Brunswick, and five train¬ 
loads of settlers proceeded to roll westwards to the prairies. One 
whole train was allocated to haul the baggage. Saskatoon was the 
“end of the steel” in 1903 and the remaining 200 miles to the site 
of the colony was overland. A mere village 60 years ago, Sask¬ 
atoon’s railway station had no facilities for checking a trainload 
of settlers’ effects, and it was dumped out beside the tracks. 
Moreover, some of the baggage was missing and the eager antici¬ 
pation of many was frozen by the chaos over their baggage. 
Thoughts turned to the years of work put into earning enough 
money for the passage, personal and household effects and farm¬ 
ing equipment. Mr. Barr, by this time, was nowhere to be found 
and the Rev. G. E. Lloyd, who had come as chaplain to the colony, 
saw that a leader was needed. Mr. Lloyd had served in Canada 
before as a Church of England missionary and also as chaplain of 
the Queen’s Own Rifles of Canada. With his quiet counsel and 
fearless outlook he inspired the more dejected to continue, and, 
when it was apparent that Mr. Barr would not continue any farther, 
Mr. Lloyd took over the leadership. 

As much as possible of the necessary equipment had to be 
purchased in Saskatoon by those having the capital to buy it. 
Others hired out to work for a while until they could save enough. 
Most of the people who had just arrived were anything but farmers, 
knowing very little about agriculture and animals. Most of them 
fell prey to unscrupulous characters in Saskatoon who sold them 
decrepit oxen and scabby horses at fantastic prices. Having ac¬ 
quired wagons of sorts, after a few days in tents in Saskatoon, 
they started out in groups for the colony. To make matters 
worse, one of the people selling faulty animals was Mr. Barr’s 
own brother. 

There were more hardships in store. The animals needed 
water and would rush to the sloughs by the side of the trail, 
dragging the wagons with them. The wheels promptly bogged 
down in the mud and the wagons had to be off-loaded before they 
could be freed. Mosquitoes flew up in clouds — they had never 
tasted anything quite as good as the thick red blood qjf these 
newcomers. 

But the situation was not all bad. These people had never 
seen so much unfenced land. The prairie was awaking from its 
winter sleep, and the color and magnificene of the sunsets defied 
the brush of any artists they had met so far. Families helped 
each other along the way and some of them found true Western 
hospitality in the homes of the scattered settlers they passed 
along the trail. Day by day the West cast its spell over them as 
they struggled with balky horses and obstinate oxen. Wheels 
came off in badger holes; people were lost and found again, and 
finally the sight of a few sod shacks told them they had arrived.

Quality Cleaners and Furs 


Many things were needed 
which they didn’t have; they 
had been told in England that 
this would happen, but they set 
about carving a home and a liv¬ 
ing from the prairies. They 
endured the heat of summer 
and the rigours of winter. Some 
were lost and froze to death in 
blizzards such as they had never 
dreamed about. Some found 
occupations in other fields of 
endeavour and in other localities 
from Winnipeg to Edmonton; 
but most of them remained to 
build the town and district of 
Lloydminster, named after the 
man who became their leader 
in a time of need and who later 
was the first Bishop of Saskat¬ 
chewan. They wrestled with 
the soil and learned how to 
grow the best grain in the 
world, to raise international 
championship horses and to de¬ 


velop prosperous farms. In two 
World Wars they and their sons 
were quick to answer their 
country’s call and served with 
valour on sea, land and in the 
air. The colonists didn’t know 
it at the time, but they pitched 
their tents on arrival within a 
bowshot of the site of the first 
natural gas well in Saskatche¬ 
wan. 

What were their visions, 00 
years ago? Fame, wealth, 
power? Perhaps. But, most of 
all, it was a home of their own, 
on their own land, where they 
could raise a family and put 
down roots. This they did, 
and thereby created a heritage 
for those who came after, 
whether they came from north, 
south, east or west. Lloydmin¬ 
ster stands as a monument to 
their devotion and unswerving 
purpose. 


Quality Cleaners was estab¬ 
lished September 22nd, 1948, by 
E. A. (Ed) Meyers as a press 
shop. The shop was located in 
a wood frame building on the 
site of the present Bodard build¬ 
ing. The staff at that time con¬ 
sisted of one girl, a high school 
student, who worked part time. 
The equipment was one garment 
press, a small steam boiler and 
an improvised spotting gun. 
The dry cleaning was sent to 
Vermilion and pressed by Qual¬ 
ity Cleaners, then delivered to 
the customer. In December of 
1948 a dry cleaning machine 
was installed to improve ser¬ 
vice. 

A fire that started in the 
chimney of the shop caused ex¬ 
tensive damage to clothing and 
equipment. However, Ed. re¬ 
opened again in April 1949, 
with the equipment and build¬ 
ing repaired, although a large 
debt was created due to the 
clothing lost and damaged in 
the fire. With the dry cleaning 
plant housed in a wooden frame 
building, insurance companies 
considered the risk of insuring 
the business too great, and 
consequently no insurance could 
be carried. 

From Furniture To 
Hardware Store 

After looking over many 
towns in both Saskatchewan and 
Alberta and seeing good points 
in both provinces, Art and 
Llue Hanson decided Lloydmin¬ 
ster, on the border, an up and 
coming town, was a good place 
to start a business. In July, 
1947, they purchased a furni¬ 
ture store on the present site 
of their hardware which they 
operated for three years. 

They decided there was a 
need for a modern up-to-date 
hardware store. 

In the fall of 1950, Hanson 
Bros. Hardware (Sunset Store), 
was officially opened. Due to 
a wonderful response from the 
citizens of Lloydminster and 
area, in 1956 an additional 
2,000 square feet was added to 
the main floor, plus a mezanine 
floor and office space overhead. 

Their efficient staff of H n nry 
Kmeht, Erna Britton, Elsie 
Nielsen and the latest member, 
Joe Dowell, formerly of North¬ 
ern Hardware, Edmonton, take 
pleasure in assisting and serv¬ 
ing the public in any way pos¬ 
sible. 

Art and Llue take this op¬ 
portunity to thank their many 
customers and friends for their 
patronage over the years and 
hope to continue to serve them 
for many years to come. 


On November 8th, 1950, Qual¬ 
ity Cleaners rented one third of 
their present building from 
Campbell and Cleve construc¬ 
tion. The installation of new 
equipment in the plant in 1952 
required more floor space, with 
the result that Ed. purchased 
the building and formed the 
company known as Quality 
Cleaners Ltd., with E. A. Mey¬ 
ers, president, and Mrs. Mar¬ 
jorie Meyers, as secretary- 
treasurer. 

By 1955 Quality Cleaners Ltd. 
employed nine people. It was in 
this year that the firm expand¬ 
ed to include New Way Cleaners 
at Vermilion, with Art Morgan 
as manager, and thus creating 
Quality Cleaners (Vermilion) 
Ltd. 

Early in 1957, Ed. sold the 
Vermilion branch to Art Mor¬ 
gan, and enlarged the Lloyd¬ 
minster Plant to include a new 
laundry department, a large 
refrigerated fur storage vault, 
a fur cleaning and glazing ser¬ 
vice, and a fur salon was creat¬ 
ed for the sale of new fur coats. 

Installation of the latest in 
dry cleaning equipment, called 
Coin-op. made the plant one of 
the most complete and up-to- 


date in the district, enabling 
customers to clean their own 
clothes in about 20 minutes at 
a cost of 25c a pound. 

Quality Cleaners Ltd. are 
happy to be a part of the grow¬ 
ing and prosperous community 
and hope to continue serving 
the people of Lloydminster and 
District with dry cleaning, 
laundry and fur needs.

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Ellis Pharmacy 
Built in 1940 

Ellis Pharmacy opened their 
Drug Store in Lloydminster in 
October 1940 at their present 
location at 49th Street and 50th 
Avenue, under the ownership 
of H. A. (Pop) Ellis. Mr. Ellis 
operated the business until his 
two sons, Ron and Bob, re¬ 
turned after having served 
with the Armed Services dur¬ 
ing World War II. In 1946, 
“Pop” Ellis retired and the 
Drug Store has since been op¬ 
erated by his sons. 


In the 20’s harvesting was done mostly by horse- 
drawn binders. It took days and several binders to 
cut down a field of grain, on the farm of Mrs. John Skin¬ 
ner’s father, Mr. J. Hawson. 


MacKay's Sand 
and Gravel 

Commenced operations in 
1951 under the ownership of 
Charles and John MacKay, with 
Mrs. Charles MacKay as book¬ 
keeper. Equipment at that time 
consisted of one cat, a screener 
and two gravel trucks. 

In 1957 the business be¬ 
came incorporated as a limited 
company with Charles MacKay 
as president, John MacKay as 
vice-president and Mrs. Mabel 
MacKay as the secretary- 
treasurer. 1963 marks contin¬ 
uous growth for the company 
which now operates with 18 
employees, 4 cats, rubber-tired 
loader, crusher, screener, pick¬ 


up truck, as well as 12 gravel 
hauling trucks, and two-way 
radio equipment. 

Charlie MacKay was the first 
white baby to be born in the 
Oxville District (now known 
as McLaughlin). John was also 
born there. Their parents left 
New Brunswick in 1906 and 
came west to seek their fort¬ 
unes, operating the Post Office 
and Telephone Service. Oxville 
was located about four miles 
from McLaughlin. Mrs. Mabel 
MacKay came to Lloydminster 
in 1927 as a teacher. 

The MacKay family are 
very proud of the part they 
have plaved in the progress of 
this district, and shall con¬ 
tinue to serve the area to the 
best of their ability.

Verne Labor 

In May 1960, Verne LaBar, 
working by himself, began as a 
carpenter, cabinet maker, and 
boat maker in Lloydminster. 

By 1952, he had set up a 
cabinet shop in a 20x24 foot 
double-door garage. The demand 
for this type of work was so 
great that he had to hire men 
to help him keep up with the 
orders. 

Business was steadily increas¬ 
ing when in February, 1956, 
fire completely destroyed the 
garage, equipment and tools. 
This was replaced by a 20x30 
foot garage and shop which was 
used until 1959 when a 24x40 
foot shop building was erected. 

As his business and the neces¬ 
sity of hiring more carpenters 
increased, this shop also proved 
to be too small, and in 1961, he 
constructed the shop and gen¬ 
eral office at 4202-50th Avenue 
where his business is now lo¬ 
cated. 

Verne LaBar Construction 
employs from six to ten men 
and has expanded his business 
to include a full line of house 
and general contracting as well 
as cabinet and boat making. At 
this time, he is considering 
building onto his present shop 
so that he will more readily be 
able to meet the demands of his 
customers. 

Taylor Pearson 
and Carson 

Taylor Pearson and Carson 
first opened in Edmonton in 
1927, Calgary in 1928 and Leth¬ 
bridge in 1929. Since that time 
they have added 12 smaller 
branches throughout Alberta. 

Lloydminster was the first of 
these branches, being opened in 
1932 to serve the automotive, 
implement, appliance and elec¬ 
tronic dealers. The reason for 
choosing Lloydminster as a first 
branch opening was the fact 
that Lloydminster, then a town, 
and now a city, was the centre 
of a thriving group of towns 
and farms. 

Since opening in 1932, Taylor 
Pearson and Carson have pro¬ 
gressed steadily along with the 
community.

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The Graham Gardiner Story 


The first passenger train to 
arrive at the temporary ter¬ 
minus of Vermilion, via Lloyd- 
minster in the late fall of 1905 
carried among its passengers 
the family of George Gardiner, 
of whom Graham was the 
youngest son, then 13 years 
of age. 

After acquiring a grub stake 
with their entire capital of 
$45.00, they borrowed a team 
of horses and a wagon and 
drove a distance of 32 miles to 
the homestead of an older son, 
Frank, who had filed on a 
quarter at Hazeldine and had 
a log shack nearing completion. 

Later that same fall the new¬ 
ly arrived members of the fam¬ 
ily moved across to the east 
bank of the Vermilion River 
to the Lindsay Ranch where 
Mrs. Gardiner cooked for the 
gang during the winter and the 
boys helped out with the chores. 

In the spring a log shack 
was built on Mr. Gardiner’s 
homestead, but coming from a 
long line of businessmen, George 
Gardiner having been a corn 
merchant in England, it was 
natural that his mind should 
turn to merchandising and he 
opened a small grocery busi¬ 
ness in their first home. Gra- 


Opportunity knocked again 
in 1926 when the C.P.R. put 
through their line from Lloyd- 
minster to Edmonton and, quick 
to get in on the ground floor, 
Graham took out the agency 
for Chrysler cars and the Cock- 
shutt Plow Co. Ltd in 1927. The 
first gas pumps, repairs de¬ 
partment and garage were op¬ 
erated at Graham’s farm home 
site. The first General Store 
was built in Hazeldine in 1927 
and rented to Wm. Campbell 
of Marwayne. 

Lewis and Graham formed 
a partnership under the name 
of Gardiner Bros, and in 1934 
they built a garage on the 
townsite and moved the pumps 
and stock from the farm to 
Hazeldine. In 1935 they ac¬ 
quired the store and Post 
Office. 

Lewis moved to Vancouver 
in 1939 and the partnership 
was dissolved and Graham took 
over the whole business under 
the name of Graham Gardiner, 
he and his wife keeping the 
home fires burning and the 
business operating during the 
war years. 

A new garage was construc¬ 
ted in 1947, and in 1953, Ken 
and Frank MacLean joined the 
business under the firm being 
incorporated under the name 
of Graham Gardiner Company 
Ltd. on January 1st, 1958. 

Another step forward was 
made in 1959 when the Company 
decided to expand and a large 
modern building was opened 
in Lloydminster on Highway 
16, West. 

In order to serve the com¬ 
munity to a greater extent, this 
building was doubled in size in 
1962 and now houses show 
rooms, parts departments, of¬ 
fices and spacious, modernly 
equipped working areas. 


ham and Lewis hauled the 
freight for the store from Islay, 
in winter plodding along be¬ 
hind the slow moving oxen 
teams to keep warm. 

By 1909, the Gardiners built 
a new log store and living quar¬ 
ters on the present Graham 
Gardiner homestead where the 
trail from Cold Lake to Ver¬ 
milion intersected their land. 
This flourishing business was 
given up in 1913, three years 
after Mr. Gardiner’s death. 

The prosperous war years 
followed when the world clam¬ 
ored for wheat and beef and, 
ever the opportunists, Graham 
and Lewis plunged into land 
and cattle. However this brief 
period of prosperity was term¬ 
inated by the hard winter of 
1919-20, when the cost of feed 
rose to $1.00 for a fork full of 
hay and the price of beef fell 
until many had to pay to have 
their cattle shipped to market. 

Appraising their losses in the 
spring, the two brothers signed 
a joint note at the bank, Gra¬ 
ham acquired a wife and they 
settled down to milking cows, 
feeding pigs and to mixed farm¬ 
ing. The $20,000 note was event¬ 
ually paid off with cream 
cheques.

Holt's Farm and 
Ranch Supplies 

Lloydminster, one of the 
heaviest cattle-populated areas 
of the west, had no feed mill. 
Believing that one would great¬ 
ly benefit the farmers and 
ranchers, plans were arranged 
by Canada Packers and work 
began in May, 1958. 

On December 1st, 1958, Holt’s 
Farm and Ranch Supplies op¬ 
ened for business. Mr. Allan 
(Scotty) Fleming deliverd the 
first load to be processed.

The Marquee tent in the 
distance served as a lunch room. The young fellow on 
the Indian pony was a son of Bishop Lloyd, Arthur, who 
was killed in the 1914-1918 conflict.- Mr. Redington, 
the immigration office man, stands in the foreground. 
Mrs. Lloyd and the Hall girls are seen standing against 
the wall of the centre building. General Maude, at the 
right of the group, was Aide-de-Camp to the Governor- 
General.

The H. B. Hall Storyl 


During the later months of 
1902 and early in 1903 Herbert 
B. Hall, a resident of Gagetown 
and Saint John, New Bruns¬ 
wick, made up his mind to take 
his family out west to Red 
Deer, Alberta. The Rev. George 
Exton Lloyd, hearing of Mr. 
Hall’s decision to follow the 
slogan ‘Go West, young man, 
go West’, wrote to him from 
England and suggested that he 
join the party then being as¬ 
sembled under the leadership 
of the Rev. I. M. Barr when 
it arrived at St. John, and 
travelled West with them, set¬ 
tling in the area set apart for 
the British colony. 


education out here. He moved 
into the settlement and went 
into partnership with Mr. Geo. 
H. Scott in a general store busi¬ 
ness under the name of Hall, 
Scott and Company. In 1906 
this partnership was dissolved, 
and H. B. Hall continued in 
the grocery and dry goods por¬ 
tion of the business, and Mr. 
Scott, along with his brother 
Bert, took over the hardware 
part of the business under the 
name of Scott Brothers, later to 
be known as the Northern Hard¬ 
ware Comnany. Both Hall’s of 
L'ovdminster and the Northern 
Hardware, now in Edmonton, 
are still active and respected

The Rev. Lloyd had been An¬ 
glican rector at Rothesay, N.B., 
and had performed the marriage 
^ceremony uniting Miss Laura 
Parks of Rothesay with Herbert 
Hall of the same place. 

Mr. Hall followed this sug¬ 
gestion, and soon was busy plan¬ 
ning the move. He packed and 
assembled two railroad cars of 
‘settlers effects’. Each car was 
half filled with household re¬ 
quirements and the other half 
loaded with horses and his pure¬ 
bred Hereford cattle. Thus it 
wa3 that a notation was made 
in the Hereford Association’s 
Record Book in Calgary that 
H. B. Hall had brought the 
first herd of purebred Hereford 
cattle to the Lloydminster dis¬ 
trict. 

H. B. had attended the Agri¬ 
cultural College at Guelph, On¬ 
tario, so was ready to continue 
his farming career in the West. 
He soon had to change his plans 
when he found that it was likely 
to be some years before his 
children could expect adequate 


businesses in their respective 
communities. In both cases a 
younger generation is at the 
helm. 


The original store was ap¬ 
proximately 25 by 60 feet, to 
which later was added another 
25x60 feet with a second storey 
above the enlarged building. Be¬ 
fore this, a temporary store 
was used. This was merely a 
wooden frame part way up, top¬ 
ped with canvas. It was con¬ 
structed on the bare prairie 
on the ground which is now 50th 
street between Hall’s and Fish¬ 
er’s stores. This temporary 
store was well ventilated. In the 
summer it was overheated and 
in the fall and winter not lack¬ 
ing in fresh air. Business was 
carried on here until the end 
of December, 1903. This brings 
us to the reason the enlarged 


store structure was not occu¬ 
pied until the advent of the New 
Year. 

There was a general desire 
in the community to have a fit¬ 
ting celebration of Christmas, 
but the problem of adequate 
premises for such a gathering 
was a consideration. The part¬ 
ners Hall and Scott were ap¬ 
proached and prevailed upon to 
stay in their refrigerated pre¬ 
mises a little longer so that a 
Christmas Concert could be held 
in the vacant store. This was so 
successful an event that it in¬ 
spired a desire to dance out the 
old and dance in the New Year. 
Both of these attractions drew 
capacity crowds, and provided 
material for many a letter 
home, wherever that may have 
been. 

During part of the period of 
the Hall-Scott partnership, the 
freight had to be brought into 
the new settlement over the 
trail from Saskatoon or 
freighted down the North Sask¬ 
atchewan River from Edmon¬ 
ton. This latter entailed a party 
going to Edmonton, building a 
scow, loading the goods on 
board and guiding the ‘galleon’ 
down the river to Hewitt’s 
Landing. Mr. Scott usually 
went up with such a party and 
was in charge. On one of these 
hazardous trips when the scow 
was loaded mostly with flour, 
it struck a rock and sank. The 
flour was rescued from the 
‘drink’ and piled on the shore 
to dry. The outside surface 
caked on the inside of the bag, 
keeping the remainder of the 
flour dry inside. After ship¬ 
ping to its destination by team 
and wagon it was all sold at a 
discount. We wonder if the 
present-day ‘Discount Stores’ 
had such an interesting begin¬ 
ning! 

A man who afterwards spent 
a number of years in the em¬ 
ploy of Hall’s Store, in the per¬ 
son of Mr. Eric Rendell, was a 
passenger on such a scow in che 
Spring of 1904. At the tender 
age of one year, he followed 
his Barr Colonist parents out 
from England in the care of a 
Miss Harvey. 

Until about the middle of the 
present century Hall’s were 
large dealers in raw fur. After

that time regulations were im¬ 
posed, which made it unbearable 
to cope with the restrictions. 
During their early years in the 
fur business, 'fur was freely 
bought and sold, with no licen¬ 
cing and no tax to pay and 
keep track of. When it got to 
the point where it became neces¬ 
sary to send your fur in to a 
central depot before you could 
sell it, with no guarantee that 
you would get your own fur 
back, the situation got unbear¬ 
able to the independent Hall 
disposition. This part of their 
business was therefore dropped. 

During the war of 1914-1918 
came a period of strain for H.B. 
Hall owing to the shortage of 
man power in the country. First 
of all, Mr. Raymond Fern en¬ 
listed in the Canadian Army, 
and later H. B’s son Steve also 
joned up and did not get back 
until June of 1919. 


buildings destroyed were of 
frame construction and when re¬ 
built were of a much more per¬ 
manent type and a decided im¬ 
provement to the town. 

In the following year Hall’s 
employed Mr. Walter Street to 
supervise the construction of a 
new store. As a result of Mr. 
Street’s expert knowledge and 
direction, Hall’s still have a 
building that is a solid struc¬ 
ture and a credit to the builder. 


In the summer of 1929, Hall’s 
along with many others, had 
their store burned down in what 
proved to be to this day Lloyd- 
minster’s most costly disaster. 
It could be added here that this 
proved later to be a somewhat 
forward step, as most of the 


Much more could be written 
of the Hall story, but our pre¬ 
sent objective is to feature the 
pioneer part of the Lloydmin¬ 
ster panorama. In spite of ef¬ 
forts on the part of H. B. Hall 
& Son Ltd., to dispose of their 
business, they are still very 
much a part of the business life 
of Lloydminster, and although 
we wish them well in their 
efforts to make a satisfactory 
disposal of their business as¬ 
sets, we welcome too, the fact 
that Hall’s is still an active 
business in our community.

The Steeg Brothers, Ted and 
Irwin, opened their downtown 
business on the corner of 49th 
Ave. and 48th St., in December 
1960, with the Volkswagen deal¬ 
ership. In 1961, they opened 
the Rambler dealership in con¬ 
junction with the original deal¬ 
ership. 

Prior to the move downtown, 
Ted and Irwin, operated Smil¬ 
ing Service on Highway 16, 
which opened July 1st, 1953, of¬ 
fering to the public the first 24- 


hour service in Lloydminster. 
In 1956 Smiling Service was 
sold to Graydon Willard, and 
Steeg Bros. Esso Service was 
built, further west on highway 
16. This service was later sold 
to Imperial Oil Ltd., resulting in 
the move to downtown Lloyd¬ 
minster.

Another of Lloydminster’s businesses with almost 22 years 
of service, Fisher’s 5c to $1.00 Store Ltd. opened its third addition 
in April of this year. 


Erd came in 1957 and the next year a self-serve operation was 
instituted and a basement section opened. April of this year 
saw the latest addition, and the store now boasts 18,000 square 
feet of space, together with wide aisles and the latest in lighting 
and shopping convenience. 


September 12th, 1941, saw the opening of their first store in 
Lloydminster, located on the Alberta side of the Meridian in part 
of what is now Matheson’s Groceteria. Since those war years, 
when the store opened, it has now moved to the Saskatchewan 
side of Lloydminster on 50th Street, with the latest addition open¬ 
ing on to 49th Avenue. 


The main floor has 12 departments, while the basement has 
another 12. Merchandise is now featured on a family-store basis, 
with wearing apparel for mother, dad and the children, as well 
as hardware, jewellery, cosmetics, sporting goods, toys, furnish¬ 
ings, bedding and a host of other items. 


Mr. S. J. Fisher, who opened the store here, is the father of 
Kei) and Erd, who are now president and secretary-treasurer re¬ 
spectively of the Company. 


With a floor area of some 1600 square feet in 1941, the store 
handled smaller types of variety merchandise. However, keeping 
pace with Lloydminster’s growth required more space, and the 
new store on 50th Street was built in 1949, Ken having joined the 
firm in 1946. Floor space was increased in the new store to 9,000 
square feet. 


Built up through years of merchandising that have stood 
the test of time, Fisher’s is today one of Canada’s most modern 
self-serve variety stores. Mr. Fisher Sr., and the present officers 
of the Company can view with well-merited pride their place of 
business, which becomes more a part of Lloydminster with each 
passing day.
